Nest  :  PosUionr^in  some  small  depression 
in  a  dry  grassy  field,  or  in  a  hollow  a,t  the  root 
of  some  old  tree,  or  weed-hedged  wall.  Ma- 
krial, — a  lining  of  leaves  and  grasses.  Bggif^ 
from  ten  to  eighte^,  brilliantly  white,  packed 
closely  in,  pointed  end  down  to  economise 
space. 

Flight  :  At  sign  of  danger  the  birds  (they 
are  usually  found  >in  flocks)  rise  from  the 
ground  with  a  loud  wktr-r-r.

Food  :  Seeds,  grain,  insects  and  berries, 
a  great  friend  of  the  farmer.        ^ 

Habits  :  Little  bob-whites  follow  the  par- 
ent birds  much  as  little  chickens  follow  the 
hen.  Their  chief  enemies  are  the  hunter 
with  his  dog,  foxes,  weasels,  and  hawks. 
Mowing  machines  often  destroy  the  nest  and 
the  birds.    A  second  and  third  clutch  of  eggs 
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
